Tho Assembly yeslerday took up in our 
opinion, not only a supremely ridiculous, but 
n wholly indefensible position with referoncs 
to Mr Young's Hill to render valid the col- 
lection of tho City Trades' License rind Real 
Estate Tax by tho Mayor and Council. But 
when we say the Assornbly we arc perhaps 
a little too fast. Wo mean the 
majority who, as may be seen in our legisla- 
tive report, consigned the bill to the waste 
paper basket— for there was n small minority 
who showed that there isn little common 
xenea still left in the House. That 
our readers may understand the ipiestion, 
and thus be better ublo to judge of the con- 
duol of the majority yesterday, let ua state 
what Mr. Young's bill proposed to do. In 
the two first clausas provision was mado to 
enable tho Mayor und Council to enforce the 
Trades' Licenses and Keul Estate Tax unde r 
tho by-laws o( March and December, 18G.'i. 
The next two clauses propose! to ropeal a 
Ecction of tho present Incorporation Act, 
and to legalize the by-laws and enable 
the Mayor and Couuoil to frame 
other by-laws as occasion may require. 
Now who would suppose that any person in 
his senses— nny member of tho Assembly at 
least — would think of throwing out of the 
House or placing the least obstruction in tho 
way of a bill making the collection of tho 
civic ta.xos speedy and valid * But the 
majority, led on by Mr. Street, and support- 
ed by the chivalric Col. Foster, nud Dra, 
l'owoll and Tiiinble et hoc genus omnt, 
thought otherwise. They would neither con- 
sent to let tho bill go to Committee of the 
Whole nor to n second reading, nor to n 
Select Committee to prune llie bill of what in 
their opinion weie ils objectionable features. 
The bill must be , thrown out in tola, 
said thoy ; and out it went. A more 
ridiculous •insnno and unparliamentary 
course, could not have been adopted. 
The act is absurd,becauso_the Hou«o will again 
have todoa portion of tho work which it undid 
yeslerday, and in the way they proposo to do 
it, it makes thai body superlatively ridicu- 
lous. One incipient legislator, Mr. Duncan, 
as soon as the division took place, gave notice 
that on Monday he would move an nddross 
to the Governor to appoint commissioners to 
collect the trades' license and re-at estate tax, 
who wore to pay tho money into 
tho "general troasury," to liquidate the indebt- 
edness of the city. This appeared lo bo the 
programme of tho warlike] majority, mar- 
shalled into lino by tho gallant Foster, 
aided by tho talented Street, the astute 
Trimble, tho cautious Powell, and tho con- 
stitutional member, Mr. Duncan, not for- 
getting tho mercurial Dennes. Doubtless in 
solemn secret conclave this wonderful 
stroke of statesmanship was matured. 
But we pity the Majority, for who ever heard 
of a Governor collecting taxes that were 
illegal ? Who ever heard of commissioners 
being appointed to collest taxes on an ad- 
dress of tho Assembly without a revenu 
act 1 To Mr. Duncan and his friends tho 
honor of this great constitutional discovery 
is due. Tho Upper House is ignored. The 
ordiuary mode of making laws is rejeot- 
ed. A kind of " fifth eilnte " is 
to bo created — an estalo unknown 
to the constitution. Tho majority or some of 
them, held that ihero is no Mayor, no Coun- 
cillors, no incorporation, and us a matter of 
course, no civio taxes, yet Messrs. Foster, 
Duncau & Co., propose to address tho Gover- 
nor lo collect Ihe taxes ! mid to collect them 
by a process hitherto unknown in 
Uritish communities ! Could any more 
ridiculous schemo bo imagined? 
Truly fact is stranger lhan fiction. 
The member for LuUo roally deserves tho 
palm us tho creator of constitutional para - 
doxes — the exponent of those who expect to 
collect taxes where they say uono are 
due ! But this address is only one piece 
of tho majority's absurdities, By 
throwing out Mr. Young's bill they will 
be compelled to do one of several things — for 
Mr. Duucan's motion is so absurd that 
none but the veriest tyro in legislation could 
perpetrato it. First the majority will have to 
pass a separate bill to enable the Mayor and 
Council to collect the civic taxes. II they do 
this, they will merely do the work which 
they undid yesterday in throwing out Mr. 
Young's bill, and thus slultily themselves. 
Secondly, if thoy add a provision to an 
amended incorporation act to enable the 
mayor and council to collect the civic taxes, 
they could huvo done the same thing by re- 
ferring the bill as proposed by Mr.DeCosmos 
to a select committee, with instructions lo 
bring in unamended bill embracing nil the 
provisions necessary to make a good and ef- 
ficient incorporation act. If this course be 
pursued, (and it seems to us immaterial 
whether permission to collect the defaulting 
taxes bo in one bill or two.) 
then the talented majority will occupy tho 
ridiculous position of having to do what they 
havo already undid. Thirdly, il Lycurgus, So- 
lon .t Co., refuse to pass a separate bill to 
niako valid the collection of taxes, or to 
add a provision to that effect to n new 
amended Incorporation Act, there will only- 
bo two courses open; one will bo to let 
one portion of our citizens go without pay- 
ing their taxes, whilst another portion havu 
paid theirs up in full. This would put a 
climax on the proceedings of these errinjj 
Reformers, from which every good citizen 
hopes to escape. Tho other course, 
and this was actually proposed by 
Colonel Foster, is to pass a bill 
to allow tho Executive to collect the Muni- 
cipal tnxes. But this he soon perceived was 
rather insulting to tho Mayor and Councillor.--, 
and he took opportunity to back down from 
it . Mr. Duncan, however, only rendered the 
proposition moro insulting by proposing in 
his notice of motion lhat commissioners should 
collect the taxes. 11 the Mayor and Council 
bad by their own act intentionally exceeded 
the limits of the charier, there might be good 
reason to propose that the Executive or 
commissioners should collect tho taxes. But 
as the people of this city, acling in the 
belief that a corporation did exist, have 
elected them, and as tho Mayor and Council 
have acted honorably and in good faith 
by the city, thero could be no greater in- 
sult than authorising tho Executive or ap- 
pointing Commissioners to do what tho 
corporate authorities are thtmsolves every 
way entitled to do. There is but one courso 
open, if neither of these courses be adopted, 
that is, lo levy an additional (axon the whole 
colony to meet tho city's indebtedness. Rut 
it is needless to pursue expedients. The truth 
is the gentlemen who yesterday voted lo throw 
out .Mr. Young's bill will soon feel ashamed 
ol their conduct ; and eruw-fish like, will 
have to back out of their untenable position, 
bo restored to parliamentary, not to bar room 
consciousness ; and pass the provisions in 
un amendment act or nets, to enable the 
mayor and council to collect tho civic taxes. 
There is no other courso opon, for the 
people of this cily will not submit 
to anything else. They will have tho erne 
taxes collected by the civic authorities and 
no one else. There is one objection urged 
against Mr. Young's bill, as a reason for ro- 
ioclinc it 1'owell, Trimble & Co., were the 
•objectors mainly. They did not believe IP, 
p-issiu" n bill portions of which were oflo'a- 
si've 10 tbem. Verdant and hoary headed Sena- 
tori no-rued on this poiut ! I when m nearly 
ovoiy'"ci\so bills have to bo pruned to meet 
the viows of the legislature after they aro 
laid before it. And no wonder it should bo 
necessar; In this caso when the author ol the 
present incorporation uctdralted Mr. Young's 
bill, if tli is be un objection any and every 
bill might be thrown out. So in our opinion 
ilitiro 18 no deioilou for Ihe couduct of soma 
ol our cily and country members yesterday; 
no course open but letroctjorj and icpont- 
uuue.

BEFORE! CtllllF JUSTICE CAMERON". 

Friday, 3ih Jan. 

Moultrie v. Handy. — Dennes for Plaintiff 
Drake for Defendant. This was 1111 action 
for $i~>, partly on a note nnd part tor work 
and labor. A long necount was gono into 
between tho parties and a verdict given for 
$37. 

John P. Ellis r. G. U. Carij.— This was a 
fuit against tho Attorney General for wages. 
The plaintiff claimed $90, balance of two 
month's wa^es 

Mr. Knellcr, called by plaintiff, said that he 
had hired plsiiitift 10 work fur Mr. Gary— 
that lie had applied to Mr. DrsJie for au- 
thority to hire u man. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Cnry. 

I had no authority from you to hire a man; 
1 did nol out to Sallas Islaml to obey any 
man's orders. You might have told mu 1 
should have §20 a month ntnl rations; I did 
not go there to do any work ; I think that it 
was wortii S100 u month to Jive in that 
biessed place ; I might have spoken to you 
aboul going to n farm to learn farming; 1 
wcut up to amuse myself; 1 believe n few 
chickens were sent up by you ; I know nulli- 
.ing about any pigs. 

Mr. C y stated that he had never author- 
ized Mr. Kncller to hire any man ; when ho 
returned frum Cariboo ho want to Sallas Is-. 
Ituidutoncu and feu nil nothing had been dam 
with tho exception of cutting 11 few patches of 
oats. Both gentlemen were sitting there with 
boots polished smoking, their pipes. There 
wera implements nnd cattle for working pur 
poses, but they bad done nothing ; they told 
me 1 lie oxen wero like wild bullaloes ; I told 
them to drive the cattle into the enclosure 
and to take the implements ncross to tho 
main laud and store thum ; they did nut do 
so ; they told me that the cattle were so wild 
that they could not catch them, I oonse- 
>quently sunt up and had them killed, and 
;found out afterwards that the statement about 
their being wild was erroneous, had tliey 
• obeyed my orders nnd brought the impie- 
unents nway, I would have paid Kliis his 
•-wages they did not do .so and as soou as I 
discovered this I refused to pay aim. 

sHis Honor in giving judgment E_:d that 
there was an implied contract by Mr. Gary 
having recognised Kliis as his Eerva.nl, and 
there must be a judgment for the plain till fur 
one mouth and a half.

■wages, brought against William Culverwell

charged without warning. Tho plaintiff 
Stuped that lie had been three months iu 
Mr. C'tilverweH's service, and that Mr. C. 
met him in ll'- street one day aud told him 
that as ha had got another man in tho office 
he would no longer require liis services, as 
ho had not work for two.

Foster said it was his opinion, nnd he 
thought tho opinion of the House, that by 
pa-sing this bill tho House committed itsulf 
to the principle of the bill, lie thought all 
hat wasjnecessary was to introduce in a new 
ibill, a elauiu to enable the Governor to col- 
led the taxes already duo. 

Mr. DaOosmos thought hon. members ha 1 
better bring in a bill 10 repeal the Incorpo- 
ration ol Victoria altogether ! Ho was sur- 
prised to find hon. members pointing to tho 
present Council as men uoGt to collect the 
city taxes, and advocating that th-- executive 
be empowered to collect them, b'or his part 
ho would even prefer to repeal tho Incorpo- 
ration Act than thus to insult the present 
council of the City of Victoria. Although 
ho might diU'er from the Council in some ot 
the taxfls they have levied, he considered 
that be was bound to support them, ami to 
sustain the voice of tho f>\ electors ol Vic- 
toria who had put them in office. He main- 
tained it was Iho right ol tha Mayor and 
Council, h.8 representatives of tho city, to 
collect these taxes. The lion, member lor 
Saanich had said that ho thought that the 
corporation did not exist, but ho (Mr. De- 
Cosnms) had had tho opinion of one of the 
best and most learned ceunsel in this oily, 
that the council did exist, and that what had 
been spoken nnd printed about thorn boing 
110 corporation, was complete and utter 6oj/i .' 
He believod we would bo serving the best 
interests of Victoria, and the interests nf pro- 
perty holders in Victoria, by supporting the 
Council in this matter. As to tho opinion 
which has been advanced by sovoral 
members an to the long time which 
would tie consumed in making a new Incor- 
poration Act, he was convinced that he could 
solcct three gentlemen in tho Houso who 
.■i'ouid lay before the House a full and com- 
pleta net in Jive d iys ! and not bo overbur 
dened with work either. Tha frame work of 
tho act wes already before thorn ; it only 
wanted a littia paring and amending. He ap- 
pealed to honorable gentlemen not to attempt 
thus to take out of tho hands of tho people 
the power to collect their taxes and to give 
to tho Colonial Executive tho puwer to do 
that which should always rest in tho hau ls of 
the people. 

Col. Foster totally disclaimed offering any 
insult to tho honorable gentlemen who now 
constitute Iho Council of tho city. Ho beg- 
ged to explain that he did not wish the Exe- 
cutive to havo powor to cillect taxes, but 
that it should bo done by an aot of the House. 

Or. Tolmio moved that tho matter bo ro- 
fcrred to a select committee. 

Dr. Powell said as a representative of the 
city of Vicoria ho must express his disap- 
probation of tha bill before the House, par- 
ticularly tho preamble ?rhero it statod that 
it was expedient to prevent further inter- 
ference with the Incorporation Act, an act 
which was declared by tha highest authority 
in tho land to be unconstitutional and a mass 
of absurdities. He advocated bringing in a 
new bill, to enable the Mayor and Council to 
collect the taxes now duo. 

Mr. Young said that ho believed from the 
remarks of some hon. members, that they 
really cannot have read this bill. It was 
necessary to authorise tho mayor and coun- 
cil to collocl taxes due, antl that was what 
the bill proposed to do. The mayor and 
council should be sustained by this House in 
compelling those parties who had shielded 
themselves fioin paying their taxes behind a 
Flight blot, an informality in llie act. The 
iucorporalion act was passed by the voto of 
the people, and it only wanted one thins to 
make il fully binding— that was the assent 
oftbecrowu. The mayor and council had 
innocently acted in accordance with the act, 
and it was the duty of this houso to sustain 
them. As to this bill, he was po.-focily will- 
ing to limit it to retrospective arction — to giva 
the mayor and council power simply to col- 
lect tho taxes already due. 

The speaker put the motion to the hou»o — 
that the bill be now road a first time ; lost.

That class, for the reception of which 
the country is as yut unprepared, will doubt- 
less bo deterred from comi::^ by the unsatis- 
factory nature of Ihe reports that have reached 
them ; a oircumsluuce not to be regretted. 
But il should bo remembered that multitudes 
capable of benefitting the country by tbo in- 
vestment of capital, and the application of 
industry, are discouraged from the same 
cause ; und many included in the number, 
are without opportunities of seeing regulaily 
the correspondence of liio Times from this 
place, and unable to command leisure for 
studying hooks containing more extended ac- 
counts of British Columbia nnd Vancouver 
Island, who would gladly listen to any distinct 
and reliable viva voce representation of the 
subject. 

A few of on- citizons imagino that this 
method ol introducing our colonics to tho 
acquaintance of people iu other parts of the 
empire, must inevitably be followed by nucll 
a considerable and promiscuous immigration 
as inundated our shores in l^G'J. Hut the 
general disapprobation expressed at that 
period iu reference to the too exclusively 
couleur de rose stulements of the limes' cor- 
respondent, and of other well- in teotioned 
gentlemen ol position among us, affords an 
ample guarantee that the inducements pre- 
sented for the development of our resuurces, 
shall not bo mentioned by the lecturer who 
may bo appointed by iho government, without 
Iho difficulties to be encountered receiving 
their due share of notice. Tha inducements 
immeasurably outweigh the difficulties, and 
the advantage of both, being justly set forth 
toge hor, will be that the attention of a clasi 
embracing representatives of every desirable 
fjrm of commerce and industry will be ar- 
restc.l, who will emigrate prepared to (jrap- 
plo with obstacles, while fully sensible of the 
prizes to be won by ovoromiug them. 

There ia not one of the Colonies of Aus- 
tralia or Now Zealand, which has not been 
represented by a Government agent, and every 
British Notth American possession, with the 
sole exception of ourselves, has rosorted to a 
similar plan for advancing its interests. If 
those sections of tho Empire, alroady abound- 
ing in wealth, population and enterprise, 
deein such n step urgent, notwithstanding 
the innumerable books that have been pub- 
lished concerning them — how much more 
imperative is tha obligatioa imposed upon 
this terra incognita, containing aa aggregute 
population of only 10,060 after an existence 
of about ton years — situated on the verge of 
tho western world, and so extremely remote 
from ttia parent country, tn employ agency 
for enlisting tho aid of capitalists and labor- 
ers in the crowded cilie* of JCnglan 1 for de- 
veloping otic rich and varied res >uroes ! Tho 
attempt may not in the first instance be at- 
tended with striking results, but if the settle- 
ment of these Colonies is to ba promoted at 
all, that co.iSiimm.iliou is not to be accom- 
plished by leaving the British public In their 
present benighted condition with regard to 
to us. ft were uncaurteous to pass over 
without acknowledgment, the vigorous exer- 
tions of tha Bishop ot Columbia to supply 
what ws desiderate. But the present, mission 
of that gentleman being an ecclesiastical one 
aud his time being professedly devoted mainly 
to olijeeta of that character, it is not to be 
oxpeied that he should have opportunities of 
discussing si systematically and at largo, our 
secular affairs, as an oilort specially set apart 
to that wsrk. 

The limited extent of land fit for cultiva- 
tion in these oolonies has sometimai been 
adduced as tin argument against encouraging 
the immigration of poor settlers. Any ap- 
prehension entertained however, of an im- 
mediate and considerable influx of that class 
frota tho parent country is superfluous j for ab- 
solutely indigent persona could not be brought 
hither without assistance. That the local 
government cannot, and the Imperial Govern- 
ment, in all probability, will not rentier. 
Families somewhat belter oil might feel dis- 
posed, on careful deliberation to eniigrato for 
farming purposes, und we may rest perfectly 
sstisfied that there will be 1111 abundance of 
laud on the Island aud on tho mainland for 
those who may engage in that occupation 
for many years to oome. It will be tisno 
enough lo raise this objection when all Ihe 
available laud on both sides of tho Gulf is 
cultivated. It must be admitted that the 
future prosperity of these colonies depends 
chieily upon their metalliferous character. 
The assertion may safely be hazarded that 
they contain sufficient arable soil to suslain 
whatever population is likely to reside here 
during tho next fifty years. Besides, the 
limited exleut of land in the country which 
is alleged, offers n most valuable advantage 
to early ssltleru, provided other elements of 
wealth are found to exist calculate.! lo attiaol 
extensive population. It i3 a fundamental 
principle of political economy that demand 
fjr any article which is scarce augments iu 
value ; and on the supposition of our mineral 
resources being so abundant as eventually to 
built! up important and permanent centres 
throughout the eounlry, large nnd profitable 
markets will bo furnished to agricultural 
producers contiguous to tl em, and the very 
paucity of cultivatable land within aoces.ible 
distance would, under these circumstances, 
necessarily give proprietors enliro command 
of the market, placing then above competi- 
tion, and raising ip a corresponding de- 
gree the price of their land. These remarks 
tind present verification on a certain aculo 
in thu interior of British Columbia, and as 
towns of greater magnitude nre in futuro 
years called into existence, it will become in- 
cieasingly evident that farmers in their vi- 
cinity possess an advantage ovor all competi- 
tors of the same occupation in tho neighboring 
American territory, whoso products would 
bo chargeable with fieight and duties. In 
further illustration of this point, tbo extreme 
western districts of America and Canada 
may be pointed to, Bincc the rolling prairies 
for which they aro distinguished aro often 
extolled B3 inviting for settlement, to Ihe dis- 
paragement of our more circumscribed ami 
less Bounteous soil. But it should bo consi- 
dered that the value of land so i nconvenie.'.t- 
ly siluato.l to market, as in the casejust re- 
lerrcd lo, is correspondingly low, and tho crops 
unremunerative. II therefore, British Co- 
lumbia more particularly, should advance as 
rapidly as we anticipate a farmer in that 
colony will realize competency with much 
mors speed than ho could with tho same 
means in thu other districts ol the continent 
that havo been spocifled.- These results 
cannot, of course, bo brought about in a day ; 
and only those immigrants from distant parts 
should bo encouraged to oast in their lot with 
us, who are prepared to exercise that amount 
ol energy nnd endurance requisite to secure 
the promised reward. 

Again with respect to the promotion of 
fanning soitlemcnts iu Vancouver Island, it 
iB objected that gauoral produco can be im- 
ported more cheaply Irom tho American side 
of the boundary than it cnu be grown here. 
This remark derives somo plausibility from 
the experience of thu pa3t few years. But 
producers within a convenient distance of Vic- 
toria, will always ( htain nn advantage over 
foroign competitors in saving of freight and 
proximity to market. Tho great drawback 
hitherto to tho production of groon crops iu 
tho Island, has buon that tho ratio of supply 
from nil quartan has been much in excess of 
consumption. B it ns the population of tha 
city multiplies, there jwill be a brisii sale far 
as much ns oati be produced in our own ter- 
ritory und as may oj imported from that of 
Amorica. Farmers resident adjacent to 
towns that may spring up In the Island north 
ol Victoria, will be able still more effectually 
to withstand foreign competition from the 
greater expense and delay Involved in ox- 
porting produce lo such a JintBUCI. But

copper, coal, timber and fishery products, to- 
gether with the vast commercial possibilities 
of Victoria, that a colonial agent going home 
plum Ul specially draw the attention of the 
British public. About the importance of 
these resources, there is no difference of opi- 
nion ; und they constitute the grand springs 
of our progress), It would require a volume 
to do Ihem jusliee. To explore these ele- 
ments of wealth is beyond tho means of most 
private individuals. Bui let English compa- 
nies ho lornied, and apply themselves to tho 
ta-k, and the country would advance in u 
fow years with strides exceeding our most 
sanguine conceptions. 

1 urn informed upon good authority, that 
when the appointment of a lecturer is decid- 
ed upon by the government, a petition to Iho 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Company is to ho 
prepared for signature by the merchants of

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THE LATE BALLOON JOURNEY. 



M. Eugene Arnoult, one of tho passengers 
in Nadar's balloon, writes as follows to tho 
Paris Nation : — 

Hanover, Tuesday, Oct. "0. 
My dear Editor, — Von saw na leave the 
Ohamp-de-Mars on Sunday * * '' 
At 9 o'clock at night we were nl Erqu- 
lines ; we passed over Mali nes, and towards 
midnight we were in Holland. It was ne- 
cessary t.i come down to see where we were. 
Delow, as far as we could see, were marshes, 
and in the distance we could hear llieroarol 
the sea. Mounting again, soon loitsi^hl of 
the earth. Nobody slept, us you may sup- 
pose, tor the idea of fulling into the tea had 
nothing pleasant about it, and it was necessary 
to keep a look out, in order to oflect, if neces- 
sary, a descent. My compass showed that 
wo wero igoititj towaidi Germany. Iu tho 
morning after a frugal breaklast in the clouds, 
we ro-descended. An immense plain was 
beneath us : the villages appeared to us like 
children's toys — rivers seemed liko rivulets. 
Towards 8 o'clock we arrived near a great 
lake ; there I found out our bearings, and 
announced that wo were at the end of Hot - 
land, near the se.i. IVs were compelled lo 
think of landing. Unhappily tho heavens had 
made us forgot the earth, over which blow a 
wind so violent that in a few minutes our 
anchors, enormous fulorums of iron, woro 
broken. Tho valve was shut, and tha balloon 
began a giddy career. We rose from -0 to 
3U metres, and fell with incredible lorco. — 
L'ttlo by little the balloon ceased to rise,aud 
the car fell upon its side. Then began a 
furious raco ; all disappeared before us — 
trees, thickets, walls, all broken or burst 
Ihrougji by tha shock ; it was frightful — 
Sometimes it was a lako in which we plung- 
ed ; a bog, the thick mud of which entered 
our mouths and our eyes. It was maddening. 
Stop ! stop ! we shouted. A railway vras 
before us — a Irain passing ; it slopped, but 
we carried away iho telegraphic posts and 
wire. An instant afterwards wo perceived a 
red houso — the wind bore us straight for this 
houso. It was death for all, for ws slum d bo 
dashed to pieces. Stranga lo soy, of those nine 
persons, one of whom was a lady, clinging to 
a slender screen of osier, cot 0110 had nuy 
fear, \adar held his wife, covering her with 
his body. Every shock seemed to break her 
to piece?. 

Jules Clouiinl th on accomplished an act o 
heroism. lie clambered into the netting thu 
netting, the shocks of which were so terrible 
that throe limes ho fell 0:1 my head. At 
length he reached the cord ul Iho valve, 
opened it, and the gas having escape Iho 
monster ceased to rise, but it still shot along 
in a horizontal line with prodigious rapidity. 
There were we squatting upon the frail ositr 
ca-. "Take care," we cried when a tree 
was in tho way. \S'e turned from it, und the 
Ireo was broken, but the halluon was dis- 
charging its gas, and if the immense plain had 
yet a few leagues wo wero saved. But sud- 
denly a forest appeared ; we must leap out nt 
whatever ri*k, lor tho car would be dashed to 
pieces at tho first collision with those trees. 
I got down into the car, und raising myself, 
1 know not bow, 1 jumped, and made I know 
nol how many revolutions, und fell upon my 
head. I rose. Tho car was off. By the aid 
of a Blick I dragged myself to tho forest, and 
having gouu a few steps 1 heard groans. 
Saint Felix was stretched upon tho foil 
frightfully disfigured ; his body was one 
wound ; ho had an arm broken, the chest 
lorn, and an ancle dislocated. The car bad 
disappeared. Afler crossing a river, I heard 
a cry. Nadar was stretched upon the ground 
with a dislocated thigh ; his wifa had fallen 
into the liver. Another companion was shat- 
lered. We occupied ourselves with Saint 
Felix and Nadar aud his wife. In trying to 
RSiUt tho latter I was nearly drowned, for I 
fell into tho water and sank, liy the assist- 
ance of the inhabitants the salvage was got 
together. 

In 17 hours wo had made nearly 250 
leagues. Our course in/irnale had covered a 
Fpaoe of three leagues.
